Mr,  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen  - I have  the  honour  to  submit  my 
Annual  Report  for  the  year  ending  31st  December,  I966:- 

1.  STATISTICS;  During  I966,  the  usual  statistics  have  been  kept  and  are 

available.  These  are  not  included  in  my  report. 


2.  GENERAL  HEALTH  SERVICES ; 

(a)  Ambulances ; Two  Ambulances  are  stationed  at  Ely,  both  being 

operated  by  the  Isle  of  Ely  County  Council, 

The  Littleport  St.  John  Ambulance  continues  to 
work  mder  the  agency  agreement  with  the  County  Council, 
This  vehicle,  which  serves  the  local  area,  and  those 
areas  adjoining  when  necessary,  continues  to  be  of  the 
greatest  value.  It  is  manned  and  run  by  local  St, 

John  members. 

Assistance  is  given  on  occasions  by  members  of  the 
Ely  St.  John  Ambulance  Division. 

(b)  Nursing  and  Clinic  Arrangements : 

In  May  the  District  said  Farewell  to  Nurse  Ogden 
SiR.N, , 'SiC.M, , and  Nurse  Barrett  S.R.N,,  S.C.M.,  both 
of  whom  retired  after  giving  twenty-seven  years  devoted 
and  sympathetic  service  to  the  inhabitants  of  Ely,  They 
have  been  sorely  missed  already.  Everyone  wishes  them 
the  happiest  of  what  it  is  hoped  will  be  a long 
retirement.  Their  place  has  been  taken  by  Nurse  Dickens 
and  Nurse  Bonas  to  whom  a very  warm  welcome  is  extended, 

(c)  Hospitals ; 

(i)  Tower  Hospital;  for  Chronic  Sick, 

(ii)  St.  John’s  Hospital  for  Long-stay  cases. 

(iii)  The  Grange  Maternity  Home. 

These  three  Hospitals  are  under  the  control  of  the 
Regional  Hospital  Board, 


3.  WATER; 


The  water  supply  is  now  dealt  with  by  the  Water 
Board,  Supplies  were  adequate  throughout  the  year. 

With  very  great  regret  I note  that  during  the 
year  the  Council  has  not  found  it  possible  to  agree  to 
the  Fluoridation  of  water  in  an  effort  to  protect  the 
dentition  of  the  children  resident  in  the  District. 

With  respect  I must  point  out  that  no 
authoritative  medical  evidence  has  been  published 
establishing  the  possibility  of  any  harm  to  the 
population  following  Fluoridation, 

I trust  the  Council  will  find  it  possible  to 
agree  to  this  precaution  in  the  year  future. 
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4.  SEWAGE; 

(a)  Extensions ; There  were  no  extensions  this  year. 

(b)  Sewage  Disposal  Works; 

The  main  works  has  operated  satisfactorily 
throughout  the  year.  Generally  the  effluent  has 
satisfied  the  River  Authority.  I feel  congratulations 
are  due  to  the  Sur\3yor  and  Engineer  over  these 
results  in  view  of  the  difficulties  encountered  in 
the  early  stages. 

(c)  Prickwillow  Disposal  Works; 

A small  Disposal  Works  has  been  provided  for 
20  houses  on  Lark  Bank, 

However,  the  design  of  plans  for  the  provision 
of  the  main  drainage  scheme  is  proceeding 
satisfactorily.  This  scheme  will  ultimately  replace 
the  Riverside  Close  works  and  also  the  old  Disposal 
Works  at  Kingdon  Avenue.  Neither  of  these  works  are 
entirely  satisfactory. 

5.  HOUSING;  During  the  year  5 Old  People's  Bungalows  were 

completed,  and  6 houses  for  s ■'.le  were  under 
construction  at  the  end  of  the  year.

Immunization  against  measles  is  largely  used  for 
children  in  the  "special  risk"  groups  (e.g.  chronic  serious 
chest  disease  etc.,) 


(c)  ’ ’ Once  again,  I rejoice  to  report  that  this  year  saw 

no  case  of  dyphtheria  in  the  District,  For  the  most  part 
it  is  only  we  older  Doctors  who  can  recall  memories  of  this 
deadly  disease.  Likewise  many  younger  Doctors  have  not 
seen  many,  if  any,  severe  cases  of  whooping  cough  with  all 
the  attendant  distress  and  fear.  These  results  are  due  to 
the  immunization  campaign  over  the  past  twenty  years.  4ny 
child  can  get  immunized  with  "triple  antigen"  (i.e, 
dyphtheria,  whooping  cough  and  tetanus)  by  their  family 
Doctor  or  at  a County  Council  Clinic.  The  position  is 
exactly  the  same  for  anterior  poliomyelitis. 


I implore  all  parents  to  see  that  their  children  are 
adequately  safeguarded,'

What  I really  want  is  one  Public  Health  Inspector  whose 
entire  time  could  be  given  to  this-  most  important  duty  of 
the  Department.  I could  then  ensure  real  and  lasting 
improvement •

During  the  year  records  were  kept  to  accord  with  the 
Ministry  s new  annual  report  form. 

The  permanent  baiting  points  around  the -'built-up  area 
have  resulted  in  less  treatments  necessary  within  this  zone, 
i.e.  from  227  in  I965  to  175  in  1966,

Some  420  non-agricioltural  premises  were  inspected  and 

269  were  infested  with  rats  and  76  v/ith  mice.' /J.1  these 

■ infestations  were  treated, 

jlgricultural  premises  are  not  treated  by  the  Local 
Authority  but  inspections  numbered  53  which  revealed  37  rat 
infestations  on  which  the  owner/occupiers  were  either 
carrying  out  treatments  or  were  asked  to  do  so.

2 prior  approvals  for  installation  of  furnaces  were 
given.  There  were  3 notifications  of  installation,
